The Babicom ranch is owned by Mrs. 
Phoebe Hearst. 


Hayes stated thai the Carranza gov- 


ernment had confiscated the ranch and 
all the stock on the pretest that Mrs. 
Hearst was selling horses and supplies 
to General Pershing's punitive expet'i- 
tion. 


Hayes wa^ informed he declared 


three hours before the arrival of the 
soldiers that the ranch was to be con- 
fiscated and himself imprisoned,
